MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR, BY HIS PRIVATE SECRETARY. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives 

of the State of Alabama: 

The Constitution of this State makes it incumbent on the 
Governor to give the General Assembly “information of the 
state of the government, and recommend to their considera¬ 
tion such measures as he may deem expedient.” In the dis¬ 
charge of that duty, I now submit to you my first biennial 
message. 

It is of the highest satisfaction to me to assure you that 
peace and quiet have reigned .supreme over the entire State 
since the adjournment of the last General Assembly. No 
riot or disturbance, no eflort, or even threat to resist the laws, 
or to obstruct their full execution, has become known to the 
Executive. Our elections have been remarkable for the good 
order preserved. Every person entitled to vote under the 
law, enjoys that right without annoyance or hindrance, and I 
congratulate you, as well as your constituents, upon the uni¬ 
versal determination that is manifested by the people to obey 
the laws, and submit to their faithful enforcement. I have 
not the remotest fear of trouble in their perfect execution, if 
there shall be no improper or mischievous interference by 
Federal authorities or officers, who seem to be earnestly 
engaged in arraying one class against the other, thereby en¬ 
gendering ill-blood and strife in the State. The people, how¬ 
ever, have the wisdom to understand their purpose, and the 
patriotism to avoid the disastrous consequences of their evil 
efforts. 

Since 1874, measures of economy and reform have been in¬ 
augurated in the administration of the State government, and 
while sufficient time has not elapsed to realize the full bene¬ 
fits that will accrue to the people from them, much has been 
already, and is now being realized. This is evidenced by the 
general improved condition of the country, and the restored 
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confidence of the people. How marked the contrast between 
the period anterior to the triumph of the Democratic party, 
and the time during which the State has been controlled by 
its policy! Then there was nothing but gloom and despond¬ 
ency—a general paralysis of all business, and the industries 
of the State. Now behold the change! Industries revived; 
men pursue with cheerfulness and confidence the enterprises 
they regard as profitable and inviting. Our industries are 
showing unmistakable signs of returning prosperity, and but 
for the mistaken and ruinous financial policy of the present 
Federal administration, would, long before this time, have 
blessed the people of Alabama. 

Being the first members of the General Assembly elected 
under the present State Constitution, your coming together 
is attended with unusual interest. To you the people look, 
and properly look, for sound and wholesome laws. The du¬ 
ration of your session is limited by the terms of the Consti¬ 
tution to sixty days, beyond which time, in no event, can you 
extend it, and as the next Legislature will hot convene until 
1878, you may reasonably expect a laborious session. To 
avoid the injurious consequences of hasty legislation, it is ad¬ 
visable, and I suggest that you mature as soon as may be 
practicable, such important measures of a general character 
as may require legislation at your hands during the present 
session, so that your action upon such measures may be more 
deliberate, and the certain enactment of such laws put beyond 
the hazard of failure by the confusion usually incident to an 
adjournment. By the adoption of such a course on your 
part, the Engrossing and Enrolling Clerks and Committees 
will have time to engross and enroll, and examine with care, 
all bills that may become laws. Cases have sometimes oc¬ 
curred in which an error in the enrollment of a bill has in¬ 
flicted serious damage upon the great interests of the State; 
These things need not, and should not happen; due watch¬ 
fulness and care will always prevent such misfortunes. The 
Governor will also have time to read and consider such bills 
as you may submit for his approval. It is quite unnecessary, 
however, for me to impress upon you these considerations. 
You who have left your homes and business at the call of 
your fellow-citizens, and have patriotically determined to 
make the sacrifices incident to such service, need not to be 
told of the necessity of such action, in your unselfish discharge 
of those great and responsible duties as legislators. 
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EEPOBTS OF AUDITOR AND TREASURER. 

The reports of the Auditor and Treasurer for the fiscal 
year ending 30th September, 1876, exhibit in detail the oper¬ 
ations of those departments of the State government, and I 
invite your attention to them. The aggregate amount of dis¬ 
bursements in each report is doubtless correctly stated, but it 
must be noted, and remembered, that the statement of ex¬ 
penditures as shown by them, does no correctly show the 
precise expenditures for the fiscal year named. The fiscal 
year referred to began on the 1st October, 1875, and these re¬ 
ports contain or cover the most of two months more than the 
fiscal year. Several items contained in them are contracts 
made or liabilities incurred before 1st of October, 1875, 
such as the expenses of the Constitutional Convention, in¬ 
curred in the previous year, but not paid until after the 1st 
October, 1875, and so of salaries of all the State officers and 
Judges of the Supreme Court, as well as the judges of the 
other courts, feeding prisoners, and other claims for the 
months of August and September, 1875, not then paid for 
want of money in the treasury, but were paid within the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1876, and appear in those reports 
as expenditures of that year, when, in truth, they constitute 
a part of the expenditures of the preceding year. If these re¬ 
ports had contained"” a note explaining what I have stated 
above, this part of my message would have been unnecessary. 

The General Assembly, at its late session, appropriated 
money for current contingent expenses, and also a sum to pay 
contingent expenses of the past administration. That I 
might be able to present separate and distinct statements, 
showing the payments from each appropriation, in my ap¬ 
proval of the accounts to be paid out of the contingent fund, 
I have in each case directed out of what fund the payment 
should be made ; but it seems that the Auditor has, in some 
cases, failed to issue the warrants as directed, and the result 
is, confusion in those reports, making such items appear as 
an expenditure of the present administration, when, in truth, 
it is not. The State indebtedness, as set forth in the Audit¬ 
or’s report, is that which existed before the recent adjustment 
of the bonded indebtedness of the State. The present 
bonded debt is much changed and reduced. Its present con¬ 
dition, however, will be shown by a report of the Commis¬ 
sioners, which will be submitted at an early day of your pres¬ 
ent session. 
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EEVENUE. 

The revenue laws of the State require further revision and 
correction. It is exceedingly difficult to so perfect a system 
of revenue laws that will operate equally and justly on all of 
the people of the State. 

In my message to the General Assembly of December, 
1875, I said : “ The tax upon property in this State cannot be 
increased beyond three-fourths of one per centum, and while 
that tax imposes heavy pecuniary burdens upon the people, 
yet they will submit to it without a murmur or complaint, if 
they shall be made satisfied of two things: 

“ First. That such a tax is necessary, in good faith, to dis¬ 
charge the just obligations of the State and pro.tect its honor. 

Second. That the burden of the tax must be just and equal 
upon the property of the people.” 

The only mode by which perfection in a general law for 
purposes of revenue can be attained, or even approached, is 
to revise and correct its errors as they may be developed, by 
a practical application pf the law to the matters for which it 
was enacted. Only in that way can we see the wrongs and 
hardships of such laws. 

Upon the subject of “Errors and Insolvencies,” I beg to 
repeat what I said in my first message on that subject: “ In 

the revision recommended by' me, I invite you to look into the 
very large amount allowed tax collectors for ‘ errors and in¬ 
solvencies.’ That there may be ‘errors’ sometimes, and, in 
rare cases, insolvencies, is reasonable, but in many cases the 
amounts allowed and credited to the collectors, under these 
heads, are very large, and, I fear, are allowed by the courts of 
county commissioners more as a matter of form, because the 
tax collectors ask it, than because, after proper and strict ex¬ 
amination, they find it to be right. 

It is difficult to understand how property assessed at a fair 
value for taxation should not thereafter be worth the tax of 
three-fourths of one per centum of that assessed value. I 
know that property assessed for taxes may be destroyed by 
fire, death, or other accidental causes, but in all such cases 
the evidence could and should be taken in writing, either upon 
the examination of-the witness in open court, or in some other 
way, which may be considered more suitable by the General 
Assembly. This evil should be corrected. 

I might apply with propriety much of the preceding para¬ 
graph to the action of the boards of equalization in the va¬ 
rious counties in the State. There appears to be a want of 
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attention by those boards to the vastly important duties de¬ 
volved upon them. 

By reference to their action in different sections of the 
State, and in different counties in the same sections, and, in¬ 
deed, in different localities in the same county, there is seem¬ 
ingly an inexcusable inequality in the assessed value of prop¬ 
erty. The members of those boards often appear to take but 
little interest in the discharge of their duty in equalizing the 
taxes, greatly to the less and injury of the State and counties 
in their revenue, as well as to the discontent of the tax-pay¬ 
ers, on account of the inequality of their taxes, I earnestly 
invite your attention to this branch of the revenue law, with 
the hope that a remedy may be applied that will cure the ex¬ 
isting evils. 

Equality between the tax-payers in bearing the burdens of 
the State government, is a right each one may unquestionably 
claim, and if the State, through the instrumentality of any of 
its departments, should fail to secure such rights, the people 
will and should complain. Our courts of county commission¬ 
ers and equalization boards should by law be required to 
guard with greater care against the errors to which I have 
referred in this communication. Upon the subject of “er¬ 
rors,” our officers can hardly make a mistake. An alleged 
error, for which a credit may be claimed by the collector, is 
either one of fact, or of law, or. of both. The commissioners 
can require the evidence to satisfy them if they doubt, and if 
the question be one of law, the law provides for its decision. 
“Insolvencies” should give no more trouble. All property is 
bound for its taxes, and if the property is found, it is very dif¬ 
ficult to understand why it will not pay its own taxes—true, it 
may die, or, by some casuality, be destroyed, but if so, that 
could be easily ascertained by the commissioners, and so re¬ 
ported to the Auditor. 

In counties where the State tax does not exceed twelve 
thousand dollars, the law gives as a compensation to the tax 
assessor eight per cent, on the first thousand dollars, four per 
cent, on the next thousand dollars, and two per cent, on the 
remainder. The law also provides to pay the tax collector 
for any assessment he may make, upon which he collects the 
taxes, ten per cent, for the assessment, and his usual per cent, 
for collecting it, to be paid by the State, so that the §itate 
loses eight pe* cent, upon all such assessments by the col¬ 
lector. It is the duty of the assessor to assess all of the prop-. 
erty, and if the collector can do it, of course the assessor 
could do it, and if he fails to make full and complete assess¬ 
ments, I recommend that he be made responsible on his bond 
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to pay to the State such increase of compensation as the State 
may have to pay to the collector, because of the failure of the 
assessor to discharge his duty fully in the assessment of the 
property. 

Tfye revenue law of 1876 is, in my judgment, defective in 
not requiring taxes to be paid by some specified time. As 
the law now stands, there is no inducement held out or offered 
to the tax-payer to pay his taxes at any particular time, nor 
is there any penalty for his not doing so. The result is that 
the tax-payers, who have money, but can use it profitably 
otherwise, are in no haste to pay their taxes, notwithstanding 
they are due, and the State may be in great need of the 
money. I think this provision of the law should be so 
changed as to induce early payments after the tax becomes 
due. 

The abstracts of assessments returned by the assessor to 
the Auditors office for the tax year of 1876, will disappoint 
the friends of the present revenue law. It was confidently 
believed that its yield of revenue to the State would exceed 
the yield under the act of 1868, by two or three hundred 
thousand dollars. Such will not be the fact, unless there be 
large supplemental assessments. Up to your present meeting, 
the abstracts from fifty-six counties show only $36,333 91 
over the act of 1868. Supplemental assessments may yet 
bring up the amount to meet .those expectations, and I trust 
they may, but fear otherwise. Mobile county decreased, as 
compared with last year, by the very large sum of $14,892 92, 
Montgomery county by $13,971 94, and Madison county by 
$5,859 06. How or why this result, I, of course, do not 
know. It must be that there is not so much property in 
those counties liable to taxation ? or that the property has de¬ 
creased in value, or been listed wrong, or much of it not listed 
at all, by the assessor. This great falling off in the receipts 
of revenue, or seeming falling off, makes it necessary, in my 
judgment, for you to re-examine the list of property taxed, 
with a view to.the equalization of the taxes, and so modifying 
the law, if need be, that its yield of revenue will be great 
enough to meet the just requirements of the State. 

LANDS BOUGHT BY THE STATE AT TAX SALES. 

I feel it my duty again respectfully to call your attention to 
the lands bought by the State when sold for taxes. So large 
an amount of land is now held by the State by virtue of ^uch 
purchase, that it greatly reduces the receipts of revenue into 
the State treasury, thereby causing embarrassment to the 
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State, and making it necessary that a greater rate of taxation^ 
be continued on all the property of the people. The land, 
when purchased by the State, remains in the possession and 
control of the former owner, he cultivates it free of rent and 
taxes, sometimes rents it to others and receives the rent, pay¬ 
ing nothing to the State. This may, and often does, continue 
for years, to the great detriment of the State, and injustice to 
other tax-payers. 

I understand it is sometimes the case that a party, will allow 
his lands to be sold for taxes, with a view of avoiding the 
payment of taxes thereafter. In my judgment, I cannot too 
strongly recommend legislation on this subject. j 

The tax title to real estate is admitted to be so uncertain 
and insecure that individuals are unwilling to trust them, and 
the consequence is they will not purchase at such sales. The 
State, therefore, is compelled to purchase the lands thus sold 
for taxes. After the purchase by the State, the former owner 
remains in possession or control of the lands as he did before 
the sale, and just before the expiration of time for redemp¬ 
tion, the same party gives the same land again to the assessor 
for taxation—fails to pay, as before, and the land is again 
sold and bought by the State. The former owner holds pos¬ 
session as he did under the former sale, during the time al¬ 
lowed for redeeming, when the same course is taken and re¬ 
peated for years, and the State never collects a dollar of taxes 
upon it. This should be remedied. 

STATE OBLIGATIONS. 

The funding obligations of the State, generally called State 
money, have been gradually advancing in value until they are 
-now almost of equal value with United States currency, and 
the fact that they have advanced, and against very strong and 
influential combinations of money and talent, is quite per¬ 
suasive that their appreciation will be permanent. Their in¬ 
creased value is based upon the further fact that business 
men, as well as the people generally, have a growing confi¬ 
dence both in the ability and integrity of the State govern¬ 
ment as administered by the party now in power. All believe 
that not only will the interest upon them be paid promptly, 
but the obligations themselves Will certainly be redeemed by 
the State. I regard the restoration of the confidence of the 
people, in the promises of the State, and her ability to meet 
her obligations of every kind, as a grand achievement by this 
admlhistration. 

When I entered upon the discharge of the duties of the of- 
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fice of Governor, I found the State in a deplorable financial 
condition. It was encumbered by a large indebtedness, and 
destitute of both means and credit. These State obligations, 
almost worthless, were being hawked about the country, and 
often sold at a price as low as sixty to seventy cents on the 
dollar. Now they are so nearly at par that they could doubt¬ 
less be used anywhere in payment of ordinary debts, except 
in cases where payments are to be made in bank. 

This wonderful appreciation in funding obligations grows 
out of restored confidence; and why may we not have confi¬ 
dence in our own State, under the control of our own people, 
our own administration ? This is one of the first fruits of 
“ local self-government.” The reduction made by this admin¬ 
istration of our indebtedness, will enable the State to pay, 
and it will pay, according to that adjustment, every dollar. 

With restored confidence, prosperity will soon return, and 
bless and crown with success the patriotic efforts of the 
people. The crops of grain for the past year have been 
abundant; the cotton crop is not large, but sufficient to have 
relieved our wants, if a reasonable price could have been ob¬ 
tained. This, however, cannot be done, on account of the 
very unwise financial policy of the present Federal adminis¬ 
tration—a policy that proposes, by a mere law of Congress, 
to force a state of convertibility between coin and paper 
money, without any economy on the part of the government, 
and without reference to, or care for, the industries of the 
country, or regard to its productions, or its trade at home, or 
with foreign nations, and without, in any proper way, having 
prepared, by wise and useful legislation, for the accumulation 
of coin in the United States, so as to produce no shock to the 
commercial or other industrial interests of the country. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
will exhibit the operations of our State system, for the year 
ending 30th September, 1876, as well as its present condition 
BjjfJ prospects. 

It affords me pleasure to say that this department of the 
public service has for the past fiscal year been managed with 
ability and success. Yet the system not having been per¬ 
fected in all its details and workings in this State, I invite a 
careful investigation of it by you, so that its efficiency may 
be increased and improved, and the different responsibilities 
growing out of its operations may be distinctly established 
and declared. 
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la some instances, improper and incompetent teachers have 
been employed, which is to be regretted. Some well-defined 
rule in relation to the competency and fitness of persons who 
may apply for positions as teachers should be established and 
enforced to prevent the recurrence of such mistakes. 

Our system of public instruction, when matured and per¬ 
fected, will be of inestimable benefit to the people of the 
State. It will shed its blessings and extend its influences and 
advantages to all the citizens, and is eminently worthy of our 
greatest and best efforts for its promotion and advancement. 
Education is the great lever for the accomplishment of impor¬ 
tant ends, and it should be, in all constitutional modes con¬ 
sistent with the ability of the government, encouraged, so that 
its benefits may be extended to and enjoyed by all classes of 
our people. It is the sure road to greatness and power, both 
to citizens and to the State. 

IMMIGRATION. 

I submit herewith a report from the Commissioner of Im¬ 
migration, and invite your attention to its contents, 'as show¬ 
ing the prospects of the enterprise in his hands. It is grati¬ 
fying to me, as it must be to yourselves, to know that in 
many localities of the State considerable numbers of the best 
class of people from other States have become permanent cit¬ 
izens. They are gladly received and welcomed by the resi¬ 
dent population, and will not only make very desirable addi¬ 
tions to the society of the respective localities, but will also 
aid in the general prosperity, wealth and power of the State, 
Alabama certainly offers the best advantages and highest 
inducements to immigrants. Every field of labor invites the 
industrious and enterprising citizen, by the abundant and rich 
returns offered. 

The thriving village of Cullman, on the South & North 
Railroad, in Blount county, is an example. There the indus¬ 
trious and thrifty Germans have settled in large numbers, 
with their intelligent laborers, and are adding not only to 
their own prosperity, but increasing vastly the wealth and 
power of Alabama. Wj, 

The railroads of the State, and the prosperous and growing 
villages located upon their lines, have thus far done more to 
advance the cause of immigration in Alabama than the regu- 
| lar organizations, and the State is much indebted to them on 
account of their successful labors in that behalf. 

The tide of immigration has now well set in, and I expect 
much of those instrumentalities in the future. 
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PENITENTIASY. 

I invite your attention to the reports of the officers in 
charge of and connected with the State Penitentiary, as 
showing not only its present condition, but also, in full detail, 
its workings for the fiscal year ending September 30,1876. 

In my annual message to the General Assembly of Deceih- 
ber 28, 1875, among other suggestions, I said, “ with suitable 
legislation the penitentiary could and would be made a source 
of profit to the State.” 

By reference to the details of the reports, to which I have 
already invited your attention, you wil],perceive that my pre¬ 
diction has been realized, notwithstanding my recommenda¬ 
tions in the message -were not fully carried out. 

From the exhibit marked “ A,” attached to the report of the 
Warden, it will be seen that for the fiscal year just closed the 
Warden paid into the State Treasury six thousand dollars 
($6,000); cash on hand, $3,621.03; solvent claims for labor 
uncollected, $11,386.37 ; amount of expenses in carrying on 
and sustaining the penitentiary, $5,059.34; making,a total of 
receipts to be $26,066.74—from which it is proper to deduct 
the sum of $5,059.34, expenses of the penitentiary during the 
year; also, the sum of $6,700, paid by the State as salaries 
to the officers of the penitentiary, making a total of $11,759.34, 
which, deducted from the receipts, leaves a balance in favor 
of the penitentiary of $14,307.40, over and above all expenses. 
If you will give the penitentiary a proper credit for the one 
hundred convicts hired to Mr. Williams to pay for the farm 
known as the Penitentiary Farm, you will discover that its 
payments to the State are much larger than the money actu¬ 
ally paid into the treasury. This farm was purchased for fifty 
thousand dollars, and paid for in State bonds bearing inter¬ 
est, but under the contract made by myself, as Governor, and 
Thomas Williams, the bonds were returned to the State, and 
the farm is to be paid for, and is being paid for, by the ser¬ 
vices of one hundred convicts for eight years; therefore, the 
penitentiary will be entitled to an annual credit of one- 
eighth of $50,000, say $6,250, which, added to the balance 
above stated, shows the net earnings, over and above all ex¬ 
penses, to be $20,557. This statement is based upon the hy¬ 
pothesis that one-eighth of the purchase money for the farm 
was to become due annually, when, in fact, the purchase was 
made upon a cash basis. The State was to pay, and did pay, 
fifty thousand dollars of its bonds, bearing eight per centum 
interest, payable half-yearly, with coupons, attached. In this 
2 s 
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view of the original purchase, the penitentiary is entitled io 
a credit for interest as if the original purchase had not been 
changed, which would increase the amount of credits to 
which the penitentiary would be entitled to a much larger 
sum. . 

In my former message, I said, “ the State pays for feeding 
prisoners while imprisoned in the counties, which, for the last 
fiscal year, amounted to $94,020.25 ; pays fees to sheriffs in 
cases of insolvent convicts, which last year was $5,778.93; 
also, pays for arrests of absconding felons, which was for 
above named year $3,696.10, aggregating one hundred and 
three thousand, four hundred and ninety-three dollars and 
twenty-three cents ($103,493.23), to which should be added 
other small items paid by the State, and not enumerated in 
this message. It seems but fair, under this state of facts, 
that the convicts should be sent to the penitentiary, that the 
State may have the benefit of their labor. It is useless to 
keep up the penitentiary as a place of punishment, if those 
who are convicted of felonies are sent to work for the coun¬ 
ties, and in that way make the penitentiary a useless expense 
to the State.” » • ' 

I ask to repeat what I then said, and invite your careful at¬ 
tention to it. 

For the fiscal year ending 30th September, 1876, the items 
of expense set forth in the paragraph of my former message, 
are—for feeding prisoners, $99.682.40; for fees paid to sheriffs 
incases of insolvent convicts, $10,794.1?; for arresting ab¬ 
sconding felons, $4,330.70; aggregating $114,807.23. Thus, 
you see, these expenses have become greater, notwithstanding 
I have faithfully struggled to reduce them, and yet I think, 
and so recommend, that some restrictive act be passed pre¬ 
venting continuances in criminal cases upon'trivial showings. 

I also recommend' a modification of the act of March 7 „ 
1876 , “ to provide for the punishment of persons convicted of 
crimes in certain, cases,” so that in all cases in which the term 
of service does not exceed one year, it shall be discretionary 
with the judge to sentence them either to the penitentiary or 
hard labor for the county, as he may think will best promote 
the ends of justice, but in all cases in which the punishment 
is for two years or more, the convicts must be sent to the pen¬ 
itentiary without any such discretion on the part of the judge. 

Upon a review of the subject, I feel it my duty respectfully 
to invite your attention again to that subject. The expendi¬ 
tures connected with the arrest and feeding of prisoners are 
becoming very large, and cannot possibly be reduced except 
by legislation, and as these expenses are paid by the tax-pay- 
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«rs of all the counties, it occurs to me that the profits of the 
labor of such prisoners,,after conviction, should go into the 
State treasury for the benefit of the very tax-payers who paid 
the expenses above referred to, and, not to the county in which 
the conviction may have been had. If the convicted prison¬ 
ers are sentenced to the penitentiary, the profits of their labor 
go into the treasury of the State, and, of course, inure to the 
benefit of the State and all the tax-payers therein, but if sen¬ 
tenced to work for the county in which they Were convicted, 
the. tax-payers of that county receive the entire benefit of 
their labor, although they paid only a small portion of the ex¬ 
penses. This is, in my judgment, unjust, because by it one 
portion of the people are taxed for the benefit of another. 

I renew the recommendation of my former message, as fol¬ 
lows: “In addition to a law defining and punishing escapes 
from the State penitentiary, I invite your attention to the sub¬ 
ject of escapes in another point of view. There is at present 
no well defined responsibility upon those who have convicts 
in charge, under a contract of hiring from the Warden, and 
while thus in their charge, make an escape. I think there 
t should be some regulation by law defining the responsibilities 
and duties of those who hire convicts, and particularly in re¬ 
lation to escapes.” I regard this as important, and trust I 
may be excused for respectfully urging it upon your consider¬ 
ation. It should not be left to be settled by contract between 
the Warden and those who hire convicts. I consider some 
legislation upon the subject necessary. 

I concur with the Inspectors in their suggestion in relation 
to the expense of conveying convicts to the penitentiary, and 
again respectfully invite your attention to it, with a view to a 
change of the law on that subject. 

The officers of the penitentiary have been diligent and 
faithful, and deserve well of the country. 

The labor, and also the responsibility of the Inspectors, 
have been considerably.increased, and it seems but just that 
the amount of their future compensation be also increased as 
your wisdom may consider proper. 

After several fruitless efforts to obtain a settlement with 
Mr. Willis, the former Warden of the penitentiary, I have 
caused suit to be instituted upon his bond, which is now 
pending in the Circuit Court of Montgomery county. 

UNIVERSITY AT TUSCALOOSA. 

The State University at Tuscaloosa continues to prosper. 
The number of cadets has largely increased over the last 


) 
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scholastic year, with flattering prospects for further enlarge¬ 
ment. 9 

I am much gratified to know that it is rapidly growing in 
popularity as an institution at which the student may make 
his education both thorough and finished. It has no superior 
in any State. 

AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

This college, I am pleased to say, is steadily growing in 
public favor. 

From the report, which is herewith submitted, you will see 
that the number of students during the year 1875-6, was one 
hundred and four, with a prospect of an increase the present 
year. 

The President, assisted by an able faculty, seems deter¬ 
mined to make this institution what it should be—a successful 
means of educating the youths of the country. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The State Normal School at Florence, I am glad to say, is- 
in a highly prosperous condition. Some of its former pupils 
are now in charge of public common schools, and have shown 
themselves well qualified for teaching. 

I regard this school as a success, and if properly cared for 
and conducted, it will do much to revolutionize the system of 
conducting the common schools of this State, and will be of 
inestimable value to coming 'generations. 

DEAF AND DUMB AND THE BLIND. 

For full information as to the management of the Alabama 
Institution for the Deaf, Dumb and the Blind, for the fiscal 
year ending September 80, 1876,1 refer you to the report of 
the Board of Commissioners and officers of that Institution,, 
which accompaniea this message. 

No institution can have more worthy objects in view, or 
have stronger claims for encouragement, and it is greatly to 
be regretted that so many of the children of the State, that 
are so sorely afflicted, should be raised to maturity without 
its benefits. 

By educating the deaf and dumb and the blind, the State 
not only elevates and prepares them for good and useful citi¬ 
zenship, but by teaching them in the arts of handicraft, they 
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add to the productions, as well as to the wealth and power of 
the State. 

ALABAMA INSANE HOSPITAL. 

I invite your careful examination of the recommendations 
of the Trustees and Superintendent of the Alabama Insane 
Hospital, to be found in tbeir report herewith submitted. 

The valuable information contained therein will necessarily 
be of great service in your deliberations upon the interests of 
that very useful institution. 

Its blessings upon the .whole country, by its great care and 
skillful treatment of the many cases of insanity, cannot be 
estimated. 

The building should be so extended that its accommoda¬ 
tions may become equal to the wants of that unfortunate 
class of people. The application heretofore made to Con¬ 
gress by the General Assembly for permission to use the 
swamp land fund for this purpose, should be pressed upon the 
favorable consideration of that body. » 

STATE CERTIFICATES. 

In compliance with the act approved March 20, 1875, and 
as its terms require, I have caused each of the following notes 
or bills, after proper examination, recording and comparison, 
to be burned in my presence, to-wit: $A,830 in 5 dollar bills, 
$2,270 in 10 dollar bills, $3,300 in 20 dollar bills, $250 in 50 
dollar bills, and $600 in 100 -dollar bills, aggregating nine 
thousand two hundred and fifty dollars (9,250). 


I herewith furnish you a list of pardons, reprieves and 
commutations granted by me, as well as the fines and forfeit¬ 
ures remitted during the year ending September 30, 1876, 
with the reasons therefor. 

STATE MILITIA. 

I refer you to the report of the Adjutant General of the 
State for full and detailed information as to the condition of 
this branch of the public service. There are, as you will ob¬ 
serve, several organized companies that have been accepted 
by the Executive, but which have not been furnished with 
arms, and some of those that are reported as armed, have not 
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received the accoutrements necessary to complete their equip¬ 
ment. 

The annual appropriation for the supply of arms to the 
State being exhausted, the.further supply of arms and ac¬ 
coutrements had to be postponed until the next annual pay¬ 
ment. 

Out of the next amount received, I hope to be able to com¬ 
plete the equipment of such companies as have been accepted, 
and until that is done, I decline to accept any other compa¬ 
nies. 

REGULATION OF CONTRACTS. 

The act approved March 7, 1876, “to carry into effect and 
regulate contracts made under section 30 of article 4 of the 
Constitution of this State,” is so comprehensive in its terms 
and provisions that serious embarrassment, as well as loss to 
the State will be the result. 

The construction given to that act requires publication to 
be made.in one or more papers before the State can be fur¬ 
nished with the smallest amount of material, or articles for 
use, or repairs necessary to be made. In many cases the cost 
of the notice for bids will equal, if not exceed, the cost of the 
article to be furnished, or the repairs to be made. 

I invite your attention to the law, and trust you will exam¬ 
ine more fully the demands of the Constitution in that partic¬ 
ular, and if, under the provisions of that instrument, you can 
do so, I hope you will at least modify it by providing that all 
articles and repairs, costing less than some amount named, 
may be furnished or made without such publication. 

PUBLIC ROADS. 

I recommend a revision of the laws upon the subject of 
public roads. They need amendments in some important par¬ 
ticulars. Their provisions should be more stringent, as to the 
punishment of defaults, and in providing for more certain 
collection of the fines against defaulters. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

I also recommend a modification of the act, approved 
March 4, 1876, to prescribe the time in which prosecutions 
for certain offenses therein named may be commenced. The 
time named in that act is insufficient for an offense of that 
magnitude and character. It would be very difficult indeed 
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for the fact of the existence of such a crime to be discovered 
or become known in the short time allowed in that act. All 
officer who would commit so grave an offense, would certainly 
prevent"its discovery, if he could, while he remained in °ffice» 
and would so conceal and cover it up that it would be diffi- 
cult to make an early discovery of it after his term of office 

^The offense has become too common with both State and 
Federal officials, and it is our duty to punish, or provide for 
the punishment, of such criminals within our jurisdiction. 

In view of these considerations, I recommend that the 
statute of limitations for the offense therein referred to shall 
be six years, and that the punishment be increased by a 
longer confinement in the penitentiary. 

COMMISSIONERS TO EXAMINE STATE OFFICES. 


Under section seventy of the Revised Code, I appointed 
G. W. Noble, W. H. Dingley and E. A. Graham to examine 
the State offices, as that section required, and I now transmit 
their report for your examination and consideration. _ _ 

I especially ask your attention to the very pointed criticisms 
of that report, in relation to the failure of county officers to 
make proper reports. It should be made the duty of all offi¬ 
cers, who send money to either the Auditor or Treasurer, 
that they, at the same time, send a written statement with 
said remittance, showing the amount and kind of money so 
sent, and also a copy of said written statement to the head of 
the other department—for instance, if the money and state¬ 
ment be sent to the Auditor, then send, at the same time, a 
true copy of the statement to the Treasurer, and it the 
money and statement be sent to the Treasurer, then a copy 
of the statement shall be sent to the Auditor, and it should 
be made the duty of the Auditor and Treasurer to file care- 
fully, £*nd preserve, all such statements, for reference at any 
time, when desired by the General Assembly or the Gov¬ 


ernor* 

The report of the commissioners says : “We find a number 
of entries upon the books of this (Auditor s) office, for which 
no vouchers are on file, notably for interest and deductions. 
How this can be the case without a departure from the great 
and vital principle of checks and safeguards, upon, which the 
departments of all wise and safe governments are founded, 1 
cannot understand. It is, or should be, the policy of the gov¬ 
ernment to multiply the checks in its departments upon each 
other, especially in the management and use of its moneys, 
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and whenever these checks are disused, or neglected, the gov¬ 
ernment has no safeguard, beyond the accuracy and integrity 
of its officers. 

As a general rule, all money of the State should' be paid 
out or disbursed alone by the Treasurer, and then only upon 
warrants from the Auditor, and the papers in all cases upon 
which a warrant shall issue, should be properly filed and pre¬ 
served by the Auditor, and in no case should the money of 
the State be paid out, or in any way disbursed, without a 
valid legal voucher to sustain it. 

CONCLUSION. 

Allow me to congratulate you and the entire country upon 
the signal and brilliant success of the patriotic people of the 
United States in their great struggle against fraud and cor¬ 
ruption, as practiced by the party in the control of the Fed¬ 
eral government, in the election, by an unprecedentedly large 
popular majority, of Tilden and Hendricks for President and 
Vice President of the United States. They have achieved a 
victory unequalled by any known to civilized governments— 
a victory achieved through the quiet and peaceful instrument¬ 
ality of the ballots—the mode provided by our forefathers for 
the protection and maintenance of the government in its 
strength and purity—no blood—no violence—no force! 
They.have covered themselves with never-fading and imper¬ 
ishable honor, and have made a name of which their children, 
to the latest generation, may be justly proud. 

Having discharged the duty imposed upon the Executive 
of the State by the Constitution and laws, in submitting to 
you this message, it now becomes your duty to enact such 
laws as in your judgment will best promote and advance the 
interest and happiness of our constituents, which I am confi¬ 
dent you will wisely and patriotically strive to do. 

Wishing you success in the discharge of your highly impor¬ 
tant trusts as representatives of the people, I beg to assure 
you of my readiness to cordially co-operate with you in the 
labors of your session.

ment they may deem proper. 

On motion of Mr. Little, the vote by which the joint reso¬ 
lution was adopted was reconsidered, and the resolution was 
referred to a special committee, consisting of Messrs. Howell, 
Harrison and Armstrong. •

As appears by the report of the 
Auditor for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1875, a war¬ 
rant was drawn in favor of Governor Houston for the sum of 
$2,733.28, in payment of his salary from November 25, 1874. 
to July 31, 1875. The report of the treasurer for the same 
year shows the payment of this warrant, leaving two month s 
salary, for the current fiscal year, unpaid. This unpaid bal¬ 
ance of $666.62 was carried to the next year’s account, and, 
as appears by the report of the Auditor^ for the fiscal year 
ending September 30,1876, was embraced in a warrant drawn 
by that officer, in favor of Governor Houston, for the sum of 
$4 666.62, being in payment of his salary for fourteen months 
from August 1, 1875, to September 30, 1876. The report of 
the Treasurer for the same year, shows the payment of this 

warrant. 4 , , 

In his annual message, just communicated to the General 
Assembly, Governor Houston alludes to the fact that there 
are sundry items of expenditures embraced in the reports of 
the Treasurer, and Auditor for the fiscal year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1876, which are properly chargeable to the disburse¬ 
ments of the preceding year. He says: “ The fiscal year re¬ 
ferred to, began on the 1st October, I 75, and these reports 
contain or cover the most of two months more than the fiscal 
year. Several items contained in them, are contracts made 
or liabilities incurred before October 1, 1875, such as the ex¬ 
penses of the constitutional convention, incurred in the pre¬ 
vious year, but not paid until after the 1st October, 1875, and 
so of the salaries of all the State officers and judges of the 
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supreme court, as well as the judges of the other courts, feed* 
ing prisoners and other claims for the months of August and 
September, 1875, not then paid for want of money in the 
treasury, but were paid within the fiscal year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30,1876, and appear in these reports as expenditures for 
that year, when, in truth, they constitute a part of the expen¬ 
ditures of the preceding year.” 

The committee might close their report with this statement 
of facts, which in itself is sufficient to exclude all suspicion of 
error or maladministration on the part of any public officer 
of the State, but they feel that simple justice to a faithful 
public servant demands that we should go further; and they, 
therefore, submit the accompanying resolution, and recom¬ 
mend its adoption by the Senate.

MESSAGE EBOM THE GOVERNOR, 

By his private secretary : 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 

of the House of Representatives: 

I trust you will permit me to again invite your attention to 
the condition of the present revenue law, as well as the re¬ 
ceipts of revenue under it. 

In my message to you at the beginning of the present ses¬ 
sion, I stated that the receipts under the act of 1876, would 
disappoint the friends of the act, and that instead of yielding 
two hundred thousand dollars more of revenue than the act 
of 1868, its excess of yield over that act would not exceed 
“ thirty-six thousand three hundred and fifty-three dollars.” 

The statement and estimate made by me in that message 
was based upon a table from the Auditor’s office, comparing 
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the actual receipts under the act of 1868 with the assessments 
under the act of 1876, as shown by the abstracts of the pro¬ 
bate judges returned to that office. 

Since that time the Auditor has discovered that he made a 
mistake in the preparation of the comparative table spoken 
of, and that instead of there being an increase of receipts un¬ 
der the present law as compared with the preceding one, it 
shows a decrease in sixty counties of “ eleven thousand five 
hundred and nine dollars and sixly-three cents,” unless there 
shall be much larger supplemental assessments than hereto¬ 
fore. And I ask your attention to this condition of things 
and the prospects of the accruing revenue, that you may take 
some proper action in regard to it with a view to its equali¬ 
zation and improvement. 

I invite your attention to the further fact, that there is 
but little revenue received into the treasury from taxes the 
current year, because of several reasons. First, there is no 
rebate of the amount, as was the case last fiscal year, nor is 
there any penalty as there was then. Large numbers of tax 
payers, who pay large amounts of taxes, now have the State s 
money, which they are holding to pay their taxes, but as they 
can hold it until January 1, 1877, and receive from the State 
interest upon it, and incur no penalty, they propose to do it 
and thereby make interest, while their taxes fall due 1st Octo¬ 
ber preceding, but bear no interest—hence the State not only 
loses the interest thus paid upon the State money, but is also 
deprived of the use of the money at a time when she greatly 
needs it. The tax payers who pay small amounts of taxes 
are the persons, who are now paying their taxes, while many 
of those who pay larger amounts are holding back the pay¬ 
ment until after the 1st January next to collect from the State 
interest upon the money before they pay it to the collector. 
This, in my judgment, should be looked into and remedied. 
Section ten of the present revenue law should, in my judg¬ 
ment, be so modified as to require the tax collectors therein 
referred to, to deposit the revenue collected by them at least 
twice each month, the precise time to be designated by the 
Auditor of State under the direction of the Governor, which 
days may be changed at any time, as the Governor may deem 
necessary for the interests of the State, but in no case to fail 
to make such deposits as often as once each month, as now 
required by the act. 

Section twelve of said law should also be modified so as to 
authorize and empower the Governor, if he should consider 
such course necessary to advance the interest of the State, to 
require payments to be made to the Treasurer of the State 
more frequently than specified in said section. 
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In illustration of some of the points presented in this mes¬ 
sage, I ask your careful examination of the table herewith 
presented, which shows that for the months of October and 
November, 1875, the collectors of revenue paid into the State 
treasury one hundred and seventy-four thousand four hun¬ 
dred and five dollars and sixty-eight cents, while for the same 
months ot the year 1876, only the sum of fifty-two thousand 
four hundred and eighty-two dollars and eighty<-three cents 
have been paid into the treasury, and it is but a reasonable 
conclusion that the payments from now until after the first of 
January, 1877, will be very small, growing out of the facts 
already stated. 

Receipts at this rate, I fear, will not furnish money suffi¬ 
cient to meet the various demands upon the State, and I feel 
that 1 cannot too strongly urge upon you the necessity of 
early action m the premises. Certainly there can be no ob¬ 
jection to requiring such revenue as may be collected to be 
promptly paid into the treasury, that the State may avail it¬ 
self of its use in all needful cases. 

I regard it as a wise and just policy for the State to with¬ 
draw from the receivers of revenue, as promptly as may be 
consistent with right and justice to the parties, such moneys 
as may be in their hands belonging to the State. It thereby 
relieves the receivers of responsibility which they would elad- 
ly avoid or get clear of, and at the same time enable the State 
to meet its engagements with certainty and promptness.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR, 

By his recording secretary: 

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and House of Representatives: 

Section one of the act approved February 23,1876, provides 
that the bonds of the State, authorized to be issued under 
that section, “ shall not be taken or held as complete obliga¬ 
tions of the State until they are respectively authenticated by 
the signature of at least one of the commissioners appointed 
by the Governor under the said act, approved December 17, 
1874.” 

The sixth section of said act of 23d February, 1876, makes 
the same provision as to the authentication of the bonds to 
be issued under it. And the same is true as to that portion 
of the bonds to be issued under the ninth section of the said 
act of 23d February, 1876, that are to be exchanged in the 
City of New York. 

The term of the commissioners, including myself as ex-officio 
a member of the board, will expire on the 17th December, 1876, 
after which time no person will be authorized by law to au¬ 
thenticate the new bonds, and, consequently, during that con¬ 
dition of things, the exchange of bonds will necessarily be 
suspended. True, I-could very easily have the new bonds 
authenticated before the expiration of the term of service of 
the commissioners, thus completing the execution of the bonds 
and perfecting the.State’s liability on them in advance of the 
time of their exchange; such, however, has not been my policy, 
nor is it the policy of the act of 23d February, 1876. I have 
construed the fact that the law requires that the precise au¬ 
thentication of the bonds preferred to, shall be made before 
they become obligatory upon the State, as the announcement 
of a purpose by the General Assembly that the new bonds 
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shall not be in condition to be binding upon the State before 
the exchange, if, by accident or otherwise, they should im¬ 
properly fall into the hands of those not entitled to them. I 
would be unwilling to see them authenticated except upon 
their exchange under the statute. 

The exchange of bonds, under the funding act, has so far 
progressed as to leave no doubt of its satisfactory completion. 
But, for a few months, it will, in my judgment, be necessary 
to have some competent person associated with me, to assist 
in the execution of the work. 

My duties as Governor will, during the session and for some 
time after the adjournment of the General Assembly, place it 
out of my power to give such attention to the execution of 
the funding act as I would like to do, or as will be necessary 
for the careful transaction of the business and duties required 
by it. 

I therefore recommend that you continue one of the com¬ 
missioners, or that I be authorized to appoint a commissioner 
to act in conjunction with myself in carrying out the provis¬ 
ions of the funding act; his term of service to be limited to 
six months, with authority to dispense with his services at an 
earlier day if I should believe they were not further needed 
in that work. 

It is important that the terms of the funding act be carried 
out and the business under it closed at the earliest practica¬ 
ble period, and I need not assure you that it is my purpose 
to work to that end without any waste of time.

Mr. Knox presented the following protest, which was or¬ 
dered to be spread at length upon the journal: 

We, the undersigned members of the Senate of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Alabama, present the following dissent 
from, and protest against, the bill passed through the Senate 
on Monday, the 11th of December, 1876, entitled “A bill to 
be entitled an act to secure more effectually competent and 
well qualified jurors in the counties of Montgomery, Lowndes, 
Autauga, Dallas, Perry and Bullock.” 

I. The bill provides for the appointment, by the Governor, 
‘of five commissioners in each of the counties named, to se¬ 
lect from the body of the citizens such persons as, “in their 
opinion,” are qualified to act as jurors, and to draw from the 
list so prepared the jurors required ; whereas the general 
law of the State, applicable to the other fifty-nine counties, 
commits these duties to the probate judge, sheriff and clerk 
of the circuit court, who are elective by the people, and whose 
duties, in respect to the selection and drawing of jurors, are 
subject to the control and revision of the courts. 

2. The te'ndency of such legislation, especially when con¬ 
nected with special laws for several of these counties, creat¬ 
ing inferior courts of almost unlimited original jurisdiction, 
the judges of which are appointed by the Governor, contrary 
to the general law of the State making judges elective by the 
people, is to force the people of these counties into an undue 
subserviency to these tribunals, and to the few individuals 
upon whose recommendations these judges and commission- 
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ers are appointed. Having so great authority over them, and 
being irresponsible to them, the people will come to regard 
these patrons of the tribunals as the arbiters of their lives, 
liberties and property to an extent incompatible with the ex¬ 
ercise of a free and independent suffrage and action. 

3. The bill being of special and local application, is re¬ 
sisted by the senators of these counties duly elected under 
the Constitution and laws of the State, and its passage is a 
denial of the right of the people in the said counties to be 
represented by the persons of their choice. It is forced upon 
them by the representatives of counties which are not to be 
affected by it. 

4. It assumes that the people of these counties are incom¬ 
petent to elect probate judges, sheriffs and clerks qualified to 
select and draw, juries, while the Constitution guarantees to 
them the right, and asserts their capacity, to choose these of¬ 
ficers for the performance of other more important duties. 

5. It is special legislation, contrary to the spirit of the 
Constitution, because it withdraws from the people subjected 
to its operations the sympathy and community of interest 
which attend general laws, thereby depriving them of the as¬ 
sistance of the people in the other portions of the State to 
obtain its repeal or mitigation. 

0. It deprives over two hundred thousand people, one-fifth 
of the population of the State, of the right of local self-gov¬ 
ernment, which is enjoyed by the other four-fifths, denies to 
them the right of impartial trial by jury, and imposes on 
them the painful apprehension that their courts are instituted 
to condemn and afflict them without justice or presumption 
of right or innocence on their part. 

7. It sets up a sort of vigilance committee over the people 
of the said counties, with power to procure indictments and 
prosecutions against them, and at the same time to insure to 
themselves and their abettors immunity against accountabil¬ 
ity for their own wrong doing. 

8. It multiplies useless and dangerous offices, to the num¬ 
ber of thirty in six counties, and increases expense indefi¬ 
nitely.

There can be no reasonable fear that the adjustment made 
by the commissioners will not be speedily carried into full 
effect, and I congratulate the people of the State upon their 
fortunate deliverance from the oppressive burdens that would 
have rested upon them, .but for this adjustment. 

That part of the compromise and adjustment that relates 
to the two millions of dollars of straight gold bonds loaned 
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by the State of Alabama to the Alabama <fe Chattanooga R. 
R. Company, was r by the act approved 20th March, 1875, “ To 
protect the State in- the matter of the franchise and property 
•of the A. & C. R. R. Co.,” <fcc., referred to myself, as the Gov¬ 
ernor of the State, for settlement; hence, the questions grow¬ 
ing out of that unfortunate loan by the State are not men¬ 
tioned by the commissioners in their report, now submitted 
to the General Assembly. 

I hope, and confidently believe, that upon your reassembling 
on the ninth of January next, I will be able to report a full 
and perfect carrying out of the settlement made by me with 
the holders of those bonds; thus showing a perfect discon¬ 
nection of the State from all complications with that road, 
and the disastrous transactions connected with it, as well as 
all questions growing out of it. 

In closing this message, I trust I may be permitted to ex¬ 
press my grateful feelings and many obligations to Hons. T. 
B. Bethea and L. W. Lawler, appointed by and associated 
with me, for their energy, wisdom and faithfulness in the dis¬ 
charge of the various and responsible duties devolved upon 
them by the law, by virtue of which they were appointed.

REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE CODE. 

Mr. President: 

The committee to which was referred the work executed 
and prepared as a code of laws, by Wade Keyes and Fern 
M. Wood, under the act of the General Assembly approved 
on the 8th of March, 1876, entitled “An act for the revision, 
digesting and promulgation of the public statutes of the 
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State, of a general nature,” have had the same under consid¬ 
eration, and respectfully submit the following 

EEPORT. 

Your committee, in conjunction with the commissioners, 
Messrs. Keyes and Wood, have undertaken to examine the 
work section by section, and to compare the same with the 
sections of the present Code, and with the subsequent stat¬ 
utes of the State. 

In the short time within which the labors of the committee 
have been necessarily confined, your committee have made 
such an examination as, by constant and careful attention, it 
has been able to make. 

During the examination, it was found that changes of 
phraseology and transpositions of sections had been made 
by the commissioners, which met with the approval of the en¬ 
tire committee. 

We have in a work of such extent found some occasion to- 
recommend changes in the work as submitted to us, but in 
every instance these changes have been made with the ap¬ 
proval of the commissioners, without differences* of opinion 
among members of the committee. 

We do not deem-it necessary to call attention to any of the- 
matters embraced in the work, about which there mightbo 
differences of opinion, except to the fact, that section 2877 of 
the Kevised Code is not carried into the new Code,_for rea¬ 
sons which are given in a foot-note, and which- are familiar to* 
the legal profession. 

The committee agreed with the commissioners that the 
section ought not to be carried into the new Code, as not be¬ 
ing a part of the law of the land. The precise question, 
however, has not been settled by our Supreme Court, and the- 
attention of the General Assembly is, therefore, called to it. 

The plan of the work is in accordance with the require¬ 
ments of the act authorizing it, to-wit, the act of March 8, 
1876, and the members of the committee agree that great in¬ 
dustry, fidelity and skill have been displayed by the commis¬ 
sioners in the execution of the work. 

Your Committee deem it appropriate to state, that a proper 
printing and publication of the Code, if adopted, becomes a 
subject of much importance j and, in the opinion of the com¬ 
mittee, the work can be best accomplished by the superin¬ 
tendence of the commissioners who have constructed the sys¬ 
tem, and your committee recommend, with the adoption o£ 
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the Code, the continuance of the commissioners for that pur¬ 
pose.

the Attorney General, in relation to a question which has 
arisen from the default of telegraph companies to pay taxes 
due the State. Your early attention is called to the subject.

To His Excellency, George S. Houston, Governor : 

Sir*— The records of this department show the fact, and all 
the information I can gather sustain it, that the telegraph 
companies whose lines lie in this State have not, since 18^.9 
(except for the year 1876), paid any taxes on the valuation of 
their property, as required by section 27 of “An act to estab¬ 
lish revenue laws for the State of Alabama,” approved 31st 
December, 1868, and as required by section 24 of “ An act to 
establish revenue laws for the State of Alabama,” approved 
19th March, 1875, and as required by section 8 of chapter 4 of 
the present revenue code, approved 6th March, 1876. 

At once, upon the discovery of this fact, it became my duty 
to ascertain in what manner I should proceed to recover from 
the telegraph companies the delinquent taxes. These amount 
in the aggregate—if the property should be correctly valued— 
to a sum somewhere between $6,000 and $10,000, during the 
six years for which they are delinquent. I, therefore, laidttie 
facts before the Attorney General, and asked his opinion as 
to my course under the circumstances, for there had been a 
repeal of one or two of the laws touching the matter, and I 
herewith transmit to your Excellency a copy of his opinion. 

It appears therefrom that,! am not sufficiently supported 
by legislation to enable me to recover for the State the taxes 
which should have been paid by these companies ; in default 
of which I respectfully submit the subject to your Excellency, 
in order that you may lay it before the legislative branch of 
the government, if you see proper.

Hon. Willis Brewer, Auditor : 

Dear Sir— Your letter of the 17th inst. has been received. 
You ask whether or not the taxes imposed on the property of 
telegraph companies by “An act to establish revenue laws for 
the State of Alabama,” approved December 31st, 1861, and 
by “An act to establish revenue laws for the State_ of Ala¬ 
bama,” approved March 19th, 1875, but which, during a pe¬ 
riod of six years, were never assessed and collected, can now 
be assessed by you ? 

The inquiry is suggested, I presume, by the tact that al¬ 
though both of thefie statutes have been repealed, some of 
their provisions are contained in the act repealing them. 

The power of taxation belongs to every sovereign State, 
and is coextensive with its sovereignty. But the power can 
be properly exercised only in accordance with statutes, en¬ 
acted for the purpose of raising the revenue demanded by 
the necessities of government. Where no. such statute ex¬ 
ists, no taxes can justly be collected. This is true, whether 
a law of this character has never been enacted or has subse¬ 
quently been repealed. For it is well settled, that when a 
statute is repealed it must be considered (except as to trans¬ 
actions passed and closed) as if it had never existed. 8 
Blackford’s Reps., 581; 5 Id. 195 ; 1 Hill’s Reps., 324 And 
“ tho repeal of a tax law puts an end to the tax itself, where 
rg) rights are observed in the repealing act, ^ and nothing in 
the act indicates a contrary intent.”—6 Blackford’s Reps., 25, 
7 Penn. (State) Reps., 173 ; 57 Maine, 392 ; 3 Smedes & Mar¬ 
shall’s Reps., 695. 

The “ act to establish a revenue code for the btate ot Ala¬ 
bama,” approved 6th March, 1876, repeals “all laws and parts 
of laws of a general or special character, raising revenue for 
the State,” except those mentioned in the repealing clause. 
It does not reserve the right to assess and collect taxes im¬ 
posed by former statutes which have escaped assessment and 
collection. The only reservation it contains is in regard to 
prosecutions or suits either pending or that may be com¬ 
menced “ for the enforcement of previous revenue laws. 

Therefore, I think you have no authority to assess the 
property of telegraph companies under laws that no longer 
exist.

This difference grows out of the great inequality in 
the wealth and population of the various counties in the State, 
and renders any further effort at reform and retrenchment im¬ 
practicable, unless it be by special legislation for particular 
counties.

REPORT 

Of the chairman of the committee on finance and taxation, 
in relation to swamp and overflowed lands : 
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Mr. President: 

The committee on finance and taxation, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the report of the commissioners to adjust the public, 
indebtedness of the State in relation to swamp and over¬ 
flowed lands, have had the same under consideration and in¬ 
struct me to submit the following report: 

By an act of Congress, approved September 28, 1850, the 
Government of the United States donated to the several States 
in whiclk swamp and overflowed lands were situated, the 
whole of such lands, the greater part of which, by legal sub¬ 
divisions, were wet and unfit for cultivation. Under the pro¬ 
visions of the act making the grant, the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior was required to cause accurate lists and plats of said 
lands to be made, and transmit the same to the Governors of 
the States in which they were situated, and at the request of 
said Governors to issue patents therefor to the States. On 
the issue of such patents the fee simple to said lands shall 
vest in the State, subject to the disposal of the Legislature; 
Provided , That the proceeds of such lands shall be applied, 
exclusively, as far as necessary, to the purpose of reclaiming 
said lands by means of levees and drains.” Under this act 
the State of Alabama became the grantee of all the “ swamp 
and overflowed lands” within her limits. 

The maps of original surveys of the public lands, on file in 
the General Land Office in Washington, from which it was 
contemplated th^t the Secretary of the Interior should make 
the lists and plats provided for in the act already referred to, 
indicate what were regarded “ swamp and overflowed lands,” 
but they do not show whether the greater .part of the legal 
subdivisions were “wet and unfit for cultivation,” and there¬ 
fore embraced in the terms of the grant. This fact, together 
with the additional fact, that in some of the States embraced 
in the grant, certain of Said lands had been purchased or 
located by private parties, with cash or with land warrants, 
or with scrip, made it necessary for the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office to adopt certain rules and regulations 
for the selection by the States of said swamp and overflowed 
lands; and these rules and regulations, among other things, 
required an examination of said lands, and reports to be made 
to the Commissioner of the General Land Office, showing the 
selection of those legal subdivisions of which the greater part 
were “ wet and unfit for cultivation,” and also which subdi¬ 
visions had been entered or located with cash, or warrants or 
scrip. In case of such entries or locations, it was provided 
by act of Congress, approved March 2, 1855, that patents 
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should issue to such purchasers or locators, and that the pur¬ 
chase money for such entries should be paid over to the 
States in which such entries had been made, when they had 
been made for cash; and when they had been located by 
warrant or scrip, that the State should be authorized to 
locate a like quantity of land upon any of the public land 
subject to entry at $1.25 per acre, and patents therefor should 
issue to the State. ... 

The State of Alabama accepted the grant, but did nothing 
towards selecting and patenting the lands until the 24th of 
February, 1860, when by an act of the General Assembly the 
Governor was authorized to appoint agents to select said 
lands, and to secure patents therefor, in accordance with the 
rules and regulations prescribed by the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office. Under this act Governor A. B. Moore 
in April, 1860, appointed James R. Powell, U. L. Jones, 
D. P. Forney and S. S. Houston said agents, who, during 
that year, forwarded to the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office selections amounting to 479,514 acres. Of this amount 
2,595 acres were approved- before the war, but none were 
patented. 

The ordinance of secession was adopted in Alabama on the 
11th day of January, 1861, and of course all operations under 
the act of Congress granting the lands, were suspended dur¬ 
ing the war. On the 30th of March, 18* 9, Gov. Wm. H. Smith 
commissioned Milton J. Saffold as agent for the State to 
secure titles for the State to the swamp and overflowed lands, 
who, on the 24th of May, obtained an order of the Secretary 
of the Interior for approving and patenting the lands, lists of 
which had been transmitted by the former agents to the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office in 1860. 

On the 2d of July, 1869, Gov. W. H. Smith appointed and 
commissioned W. J. Bibb, D. L. Dalton, Geo. F. Harrington 
and M. J. Saffold agents under the act of February 24, 1860, 
already referred to; and by their agency 392,719 acres were 
patented and the patents forwarded to Governor Smith. The 
selections for 84,200 acres additional were also approved, but 
because of conflicting claims and other difficulties were not 
patented. These conflicting claims and other difficulties, it 
is believed, may be obviated and patents for the land secured 
to the State. 

In May, 1871, Governor Robert B. Lindsay supeissded the 
agents appointed by Governor Smith in 1869, and commis¬ 
sioned as agents under the act of February 24, 1860, James 
R. Powell, U. L. Jones, D. P. Forney, James N. Arrington, 
John H. Gindrat and Henry St. Paul. He at the same time 
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appointed Stephen Croom, T. N. Macartney, James Hagan, 
E. E. Carpenter, Paul Ravesies and Henry St. Paul “com¬ 
missioners,” and John R. Tompkins “receiver,” under the act 
of the General Assembly of Alabama approved February 8, 
1861. By this last named act it was made the duty of the 
commissioners “ to fix and determine the prices of the swamp 
and overflowed lands, according to their value, and report the 
same to the Governor.” The act further provided that the 
“agents” appointed for the selection of the lands, should offer 
the same for sale, in the first instance at public sale at the 
minimum price fixed by the commissioners, and then at pri¬ 
vate entry in tracts, and under the rules and regulations pre¬ 
scribed by the United States for ljnd sales ; and that the re¬ 
ceiver, with one or more of the agents, should conduct the 
public and private sales of' the lands. As compensation for 
their services, the receiver and the agent superintending sales 
were each allowed by this act to receive 2A per centum of the 
moneys arising from the sale of the lands, provided that such 
compensation should not exceed eight hundred dollars per 
annum. The sales of the lands, under the provisions of this 
act, were conducted by Henry St. Paul as agent and John R. 
Tompkins as receiver, commencing June 15,1871, and closing 
February 12,1872, and embracing, as appears from the report 
made to the Governor by John R. Tompkins, receiver, and on 
file in the Executive Department, 310,167 acres. The gross 
receipts of sales thus reported amount to $43,330.08, of which 
$13,172.51 were expended in the payment of salaries, clerical 
assistance, surveyor’s charges, printing and stationery bills, 
postage, <fec., leaving a balance of $30, 1 57.57, which was paid 
by the receiver into the State treasury, and is kept as the law 
directs, as a separate fund, known as the '“swamp and over¬ 
flowed land fund.” These payments are evidenced by the 
receipts of the Treasurer of the State, as follows:

Of this amount $27,340 is in the obligations of the State— 
the remainder, $2,817.57, is in United States currency. It is 
due to Mr. Tompkins, the receiver, to state that the payment 
of $20,000 made on the 23d of February, and which is now 
in the hands of the Treasurer in State obligations, was made 
in United States currency and became converted into State 
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obligations in the settlement with Messrs. Lehman, Durr & Co., 
at that time fiscal agents of the State, in the following manner: 
Mr. Tompkins made the payment on the 23d of February by 
a draft on Mobile, which was turned over to Messrs. Lehman, 
Durr & Co. for collection, and by them passed to the credit 
of the State. Messrs. Lehman, Durr & Co., who in pursu¬ 
ance of an understanding with Governor Lindsay had re¬ 
ceived State obligations to a large amount as par currency in 
their ordinary business transactions, used, as was their right 
to do, these obligations in their settlement with the State, 
and this amount of $20,000 w T as thus passed to the credit 
of the “swamp and overflowed land fund,” in State obli¬ 
gations. 

The accounts between the Receiver and the State appear 
to have been correctly kept, and there are vouchers now on 
file in the Executive office for all payments made by that 
officer. But the net amount which has been realized to the , 
State, $30,157.57, as the result of so large a transaction as 
the sale of 340,167 acres, appears so inadequate, that numer¬ 
ous complaints have been made of the manner in which this 
public trust has been administered; and in view of these 
complaints, the committee think that justice alike to the State 
and to the officials employed in it, demands that the entire 
matter should be investigated and reported to the next session 
of the General Assembly. The committee, therefore, suggest 
that a commissioner should be appointed by the Governor 
who shall be authorized and empowered to undertake this in¬ 
vestigation, and with that view submit the accompanying bill 
and recommend its passage. 

From what has already been shown in this report, it 
appears that the total number of acres selected and reported 
to the Commissioner of the General Land Office by the 
agents appointed by Governor Moore in 1860, was 479,514. 
Of this number patents have been issued for only 395,314, 
leaving 84,200 acres unpatented. In the bill herewith re¬ 
ported, it is provided that the commissioner to be appointed 
by the Governor, shall also be authorized to secure patents 
for these lands. 

There is reason to believe that in addition to the selections 
which have already been made and approved under the act 
of Congress of September 28, .1850, there is a large amount 
of land in this State .which, under the provisions of that act, 
might have been secured to the State of Alabama. . The 
committee are unable to form even an approximate estimate 
of the amount of such lands yet unselected in this State, but 
it is believed that there are several hundred thousand acres. 
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At present there is an obstacle in the way of making other 
selections, on account of the act of Congress of March 12, 
1860, barring alLfurther selections of lands not made within 
two years from the adjournment of the Legislatures of said 
States next convened after the date of said act. Alabama 
having seceded in 1861, made no other selections within the 
two years prescribed by the act of Congress. Hence, fur¬ 
ther selections were and still are barred. Th6 General Gov¬ 
ernment has been memorialized to remove this restriction, 
and in view of the probability of such legislation by Con¬ 
gress) the bill herewith submitted provides that the com¬ 
missioner therein authorized to be appointed, may, in that 
event, select and patent such other lands as the State may 
become entitled to.

^Tlmbill provides that in one month after taxes upon real 
estate become delinquent, the tax collector shall return to the 
probate court a list of the delinquent tax payers with a hst 
of the lands and lots given in by or assessed to them, lhe 
probate judge is then to commence a suit against such prop¬ 
erty to condemn it to the payment of the tax by causing a 
notice to be served on the delinquent tax payer in person, 
“or by leaving a copy thereof at his usual place of residence. 
The judgment of the court condemning the property will be 
in rem, and founded on no other than the above stated notice, 
and an advertisement required to be made by the tax collec¬ 
tor. After such judgment the property is to be sold by the 

ta IJpon this proceeding, the judge of probate is to receive 
forty cents, the tax collector twenty-five cents and two dollars 
a day To these items is added the cost of advertising, and 
of appeal to the circuit court when such is taken. The tax 
collector and his sureties are made liable to the costs, if the 
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tax payer shows that he had personal property sufficient to pay 
the tax, which he tendered to the collector. 

1. The bill arrests the tax collector in the discharge of his 
present duties just at the moment when he would have nothing 
more to. do than advertise and sell the land, and turns the 
matter into the expensive form of a suit in court with all of 
its attendent cost, expense and delay. The purpose of this 
change is none other than to make the tax deed a perfect title 
to the land on no other consideration than the tax, and the 
immense accumulation of costs. 

2. The tax collector, by reason of the penalty imposed on 
him and his sureties, is compelled to sell the cooking uten¬ 
sils, tables, plates, bedstead and bed clothes of a family own¬ 
ing a spot of ground on which they reside, if these be the only 
personal property they have. 

3. The terms of redemption of the real estate are, in their 
nature, usurious and oppressive, demanding a penalty of 
twelve per cent, besides interest, though redemption be made 
the next day after the sale. There is no escape from the sale, 
but by redemption. 

4. The bill will have no effect whatever upon those who, 
being able to pay their taxes, are unwilling to do so, because 
such persons will pay. Its whole effect will be spent on those 
who may not be able to pay. 

5. The commencement of the proceeding against any per¬ 
son will be equivalent to a proclaimed administration upon 
his estate. All of his creditors, seeing that his real estate is 
going from him by unalterable decree, will press for a settle¬ 
ment of their claims against him. 

6. The proceeding can be used for fraud to deprive credit¬ 
ors and claimants of the propeity of their just right to it, by 
the interposition of the tax title. 

7. The tendency of the bill is to wrest the property of the 
unfortunate out of their hands, and to concentrate it in the 
hands of the wealthy', thereby dividiug the people of the State 
into the two classes of peasants and aristocrats. 

8. There is no necessity for a measure so harsh, as the 
returns from the tax collectors show that the revenue of the 
State is. collected within two or three per cent, of the amount 
which the revenue law was intended to realize. This small 
deficit of twenty or thirty thousand dollars out of a million 
may well be set down to the proportion of persons who have 
not been prosperous in business. 

9. After nearly fifty years of the use of the existing mode 
of collecting taxes, the present period, of the deepest depres- 
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sion ever experienced by onr people is chosen for the trial of 
an experiment based on the supposition that poverty is a 
crime to be punished by serfdom. 

10. The condition to which this bill tends to reduce some 
unfortunate persons proves the necessity of exempting a cer¬ 
tain amount of property from taxation, and making such 
property exempt from sale- for the payment of any taxes. 
This the Senate has refused to do.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

-STATE OF ALABAMA, 

Executive Department, 

* Montgomery, February 6,1877. 

Gentlemen of the Senate of the State of Alabama : 

I have the honor to return to your honorable body without 
my approval, “ an act for the relief of John Kehoe, a citizen 
of Tuscaloosa county,” together with my reasons for the 
same. 

The character of claim proposed by this bill to be paid by 
the State, has not heretofore been recognized by any depart¬ 
ment of the State government, as in any way entitled to such 
consideration ; and if the bill under consideration shall be¬ 
come a law, thousands of such claims can, and doubtless 
will be pressed upon the State for payment, enough to pro¬ 
duce the most serious results. 

The fact that John Kehoe had a requisition from the Gov¬ 
ernor of Alabama, upon the Governor of Mississippi, is quite 
unimportant in this case. Requisitions are very often ap¬ 
plied for by parties whose property has been stolen, or who 
have been otherwise injured by the absconding criminal, and 
the Governor never refuses to grant them, because they can 
be used by the party who desires to have the arrest made, 
not only to have the criminal arrested by the authority of 
the State into which he has fled, and delivered into his hands; 
but also for his own protection in bringing the prisoner safely 
out of that, and into his own State. Such are the substan¬ 
tial purposes of a requisition, and it has not heretofore been 
thought that the State was to pay anything for thus befriend¬ 
ing one of its citizens. 

If it is to be paid to a sheriff or deputy sheriff, why may 
not such payments as well be made to any one else for ren¬ 
dering the same service ? The State office hqld by the party 
has nothing to do with the service rendered in this case; true, 
in this instance he held a requisition from the Governor of 
Alabama upon the Governor of Mississippi ; but the State 
never sent him—never asked him to go, or had anything to 
do with his going, except for his benefit, to grant to the party 
applying for it, the requisition that John Kehoe had. 

Suppose he had not been a deputy sheriff, but a private 
citizen, and had done precisely what he did in relation to the 
arrests, would it be contended that he would not have the 

29 s 
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same claim upon the State for pay that he now has ? I pre¬ 
sume not. 

Suppose a sheriff or a private citizen had gone into the 
State of Mississippi without a requisition from the Gover¬ 
nor of Alabama, and captured and brought back to Alabama 
the felon just as John Kehoe did, would he not be as much 
entitled to pay from the State, as the party now applying for 
pay as stated in this bill ? He certainly would be. Then if 
this bill shall become a law, there can be no reasonable guess 
at the number of thousands the State will have to pay for 
such services—parties go when they please, without asking 
the State, except for a requisition, which it would be cruel 
in the Governor to refuse, and it seems to mre there would be. 
no end to such demands against the State. 

These objections, in my judgment, should defeat the bin to 
which I am inviting your reconsideration, but even if they 
should not be so considered, for other reasons, I think the 
bill should not beeoipe a law. 

The Constitution says: “No special (see article 5, section 
23) or local' law shall be enacted for the benefit of individuals 
or corporations in eases which are, or can be provided for by 
a general "law.” 

Can this be provided for by a general law? Why not? 
Are not all persons who have performed or may perform the 
same character of services under like circumstances, as much 
entitled to pay, as- in this instamce ? That can't well be 
doubted.. Then, could not a general law be enacted that 
would provide for all such cases ?' 

Take the present bill and change it so as to make it provide 
for paying all persons who have gone, or may go into 
another State, and arrest and bring back into this, any 
absconding felon. Would not Mr. Eehoe be able to collect 
his part under such a general law, if he should prove the 
service rendered ? So could all others, by making the proof 
of the service performed. Why could they so recover ? 
Because it is a general law, and provides for all such cases ; 
therefore, no such ease can,und!er our Constitution, be pro¬ 
vided for by a special law. 

I do not intend to say that such a general law would, or 
should be enacted ; yet I do think—have no doubt—that a 
bill thus drawn with general provisions, providing for this 
and other such cases in the State, could be passed by the 
General Assembly, if the members desired to pass a general 
bill on that subject. 

If that be true (and I don’t think it will be- controverted), 
the present bill violates that section of the Constitution, and 
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so believing, I cannot approve it, and therefore return the 
same with my objections, and without my signature, to the 
Senate, in which body it originated.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

STATE OF ALABAMA, 

Executive Department, 
Montgomery, Feb. 8, 1877. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the 

House of Representatives: 

The act to ratify and confirm the settlement of the existing 
indebtedness of the State, and to carry said settlement into 
effect by the issuance of new bonds of this State, at a reduced 
rate of interest, in adjustment of a portion of said indebted¬ 
ness, and the surrender of certain securities held by the State 
in discharge of another portion - of said indebtedness, in its 
fifteenth section says: And it is further declared that upon 
the execution in behalf of this State of the deed of convey¬ 
ance in trust as hereinafter provided, all liability of the State 
Upon such bonds and coupons, in this section mentioned, shall 
cease, and thereafter forever remain discharged and wholly 
extinguished. 

It affords me much pleasure to report to the General As¬ 
sembly that I have, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
this day made and delivered to the trustees, who were ap¬ 
pointed in pursuance of the said act, and for the purposes 
therein named and set forth, the deed of conveyance, as the 
said act required of me as Governor of said State. Upon the 
execution and delivery of the conveyance, as provided for in 
said law, all liability of the State upon said bonds and coupons 
has ceased, and will forever remain discharged and wholly ex¬ 
tinguished.
